Keyes was taken Into 
custody about 2 o’clock yesterday aft­ 
ernoon and rushed to the Los Angeles 
county jail to avoid possible mob vio­ 
lence. 
j he head was recovered about 
ll o’clock last night, following Jar** 
soil's return from Los Angeles. It was

under 
a 
bridge 
on 
the 
S. P. branch to Newport Beach, near 
Main street. 
Keyes described its lo­ 
cation to Sheriff Jackson. 
The boy was tho son of J. F. Her­ 
wick, who resides at the northwest cor­ 
ner of Basil street and Washington 
avenue, iii a house belonging to J. 
" ’diets. 
The boy’s mother resides at 
Perris, the parents having separated 
Friday night between 6 and 6:30 
o'clock, Koyes drove up to the corner 
of Fourth and Main streets iii his au­ 
tomobile. stopping 
his 
machine in 
front of the office of the Orange Coun­ 
ty litle Company. 
He walked to the 
corner where four or five boys selling 
Los Angeles 
evening 
papers 
were 
grouped. 
He 
approached 
Harry 
Smakel, whose widowed mother re­ 
sides at 1212 East Fourth street, and 
offered Smakel $1 if he would go with 
him to Anaheim to watch a rear wheel 
on his car, stating that it was in bad 
snap** and might come off. Smakel re­ 
fused to go. 
He 
next 
approached 
Herwick and the latter told him he 
would go anywhere with him for ll. 
The lad jumped Into the seat of the 
machine, after Keyes had given him 
id* cents for the papers he had under 
his arm. 
These were thrown in the 
back of the delivery body of the car. 
^ they departed 
Keyes 
cautioned 
other boys in the crowd not to tell 
anyone that the boy had gone with 
him. 
According to Keyes in his confes­ 
sion, he drove to Anaheim, where he 
secured a quart of whiskey, and then 
drove to his home at Newport Beach. 
There he gave the boy whiskey, and 
after 
accomplishing 
his 
designs 
choked the boy to death. 
During the 
night he carried the body to the field 
near the point where it was found. 
After severing the head with a knife. 
he threw the body In the ditch and 
took the head with him. 
Leaving home Saturday morning be­ 
fore daylight to go to Los Angeles to 
get his mother, who was in the county 
hospital there, he hid the head under 
the bridge. 
It was placed 
under

timber of the structure. 
Alleges Hemorrhage 
Keyes returned home between 4 and 
5 o’clock Saturday evening, accompan­ 
ied by his mother On the way home 
he complained to his mother that he 
was sick, having pains in his stomach. 
They stopped at Anaheim, where they 
secured peppermint. Arriving at home 
he sent for Eh*. Raich of Balboa, to 
whom he told a story of having had a 
severe hemorrhage of the stomach. To 
substantiate his story he pointed to a 
large quantity of blood in the sink at 
bls home. The physician ordered him 
brought to the city hospital aud ac- 


PACIFIC COLONY NOT WANTEOiMASSED 


The Register believes it would be a big mistake to 
encourage (or to permit if it can be prevented) the loca­ 
tion of the proposed Pacific Colony (a state home for 
feeble minded persons) within the boundaries of Orange 
County. 
Such an institution would be of no social and of but 
very little commercial value to the county or any town or 
section of the county. On the other band, it would be of 
incalculable damage and detriment to the whole county 
and superlatively disadvantageous to the section immed­ 
iately adjacent to the institution. 
This protest is promulgated after full investigation 
and careful consideration and with all due respect for the 
opinions, interests and desires of the very small segment 
of the population of the county which favors and seeks to 
secure the location of the Pacific Colony on a tract of land 
a few miles northeast of the beautiful little city of Orange. 
And it is not merely our own protest, but that of every in­ 
telligent public spirited citizen whom we have interviewed 
on the subject. 
We believe that when they consider the 
matter more carefully, and are more completely and cor­ 
rectly informed, even those now favoring the location of 
the Pacific Colony in this county will join in the protest 
against it. 
To this institution would be sent, not only feeble­ 
minded children (who would soon grow to physical man­ 
hood and womanhood), but also feeble-minded men and 
women— some of them with criminal tendencies already 
developed— persons with all the physical attributes of 
adults, without the direction or control of mature mental­ 
ity. 
And while the inmates of the institution would be 
theoretically restrained and confined, they must for their 
own good be given a large amount of actual freedom. At 
least a large degree of opportunity for escape would nec­ 
essarily be afforded by the hygienic and economic regimen 
of the institution. 
Think what a menace this would be 
especially to the safety of the boys and girls that must go 
long distances through the orange groves to the Union 
High School of the northeastern part of the county— what 
a menace it would be to all the people of the county— how 
it would put uneasiness and fear into the hearts of par­ 
ents in place of the comparative peace and security they 
now enjoy. 
The material disadvantage, of course, is secondary, 
but it is important. The location of the Pacific Colony as 
proposed would depreciate the residential value of every 
acre of land and of every town lot in Orange County, and 
this#depreciation would amount almost to confiscation as 
to the property in the immediate vicinity of the institution. 
It would give Orange County a bad name, a bad 
odor, so to speak. 
Just say Patton and you think crazy; 
Napa, “nuts;” Stockton, “bugs;” Glen Ellen, feeble­ 
minded. 
Ask the people of any of the towns where insti­ 
tutions for the care of defectives are located and they will 
tell you how glad they would be to get rid of them. 
Compensating advantages! 
There would be none 
— not merely no compensating advantages, but no ad­ 
vantages at all. The buildings would be put up under the 
control and direction of the State Engineering depart­ 
ment, open to competitive kidding from all over the state 
— the local contractors and material men would have no 
advantages whatever in the bidding. The supplies would 
be bought at wholesale by the State Board of Control, 
through competitive bidding. 
The officers and employes 
would be employed by the Civil Service Commission, un­ 
der strict Civil Service rules. 
No politics, pull or per­ 
quisites. 


No politics? Yes, the state would play politics against us. Let this in­ 
stitution be located in Orange County, and the first tim e thereafter that 
we should want state aid that would be of real benefit to us we’d be 
turned down cold. 
“ H u h !” they would say, “do you fellows want the 
earth? 
Didn’t we just give you a 
$200,000 
state 
institution? ” 
Our 
“plum” would prove to be a “lemon,” socially, commercially, politically. 
We are not deaf to the call of humanity in this matter, nor inhospitable 
to the eelemoeynary impulse of tho state to be effectuated in the estab­ 
lishment of the Pacific Colony. 
We recognize the need for such an in­ 
stitution and tho necessity for having it favorably located. 
But we sub­ 
m it that its humane serviceability would not be impaired by it* location 
at some point as rem ote as may be practicable from densely populated 
and richly productive districts. 
Orange County is the smallest county In Southern California, and is 
relatively the richest in production and the most densely populated. 
The 
tract on which it la proposed to locate the Pacific Colony ie within thirty 
minutes walking distance from the richest most densely populated and 
most beautiful part of Orange County— the Orange-Anahelm-Villa Park-EI 
Modena-Lemon Heights sections. 
It is right on the main road to Orange 
County Park and almost w ithin a stone’s throw of that beautiful and much 
frequented place of rest and recreation. 
To locate such an institution as 
the Pacific Colony in such a district would be little short of a civic crime. 
And let it not be thought that only negative resistance it necessary. 
Even strenuous positive resistance may not succeed in protecting us. 
Nobody is clamoring fo r the Pacific Colony. 
On the contrary, quiet but 
effective work has bosn done in several communities to “shoo” it as far 
away as possible. 
The law provides that the institution shall be located 
w ithin the confines of Santa Barbara, Ventura, Orange, Riverside or San 
Diego Counties. 
(You w ill note that Los Angelos County “shooed” it off 
before it was legally born). 
And we beiievo that if it is put .fairly and 
squarely up to the state authorities they w ill find in one of these coun­ 
ties a more suitable location than that proposed in Orange County.

ed in his courage and ilia utter disre­ 
gard for his life. j£rom the very first 
days of the revolution his life has 
; hung by a cord. 
“The newspapers say your papa is 
J sick, but I don’t believe it," said a 
! little chap on the playground of a pub- 
i lie school in Petrograd to Kerensky’s 
I ten-year-old son. 
“He is, too, sick,” said little Ker­ 
ensky, Jr., “but I heard him tell mam­ 
ma that he must keep alive to help 
save Russia.” 
With one kidney removed by an op­ 
eration which, the doctors told him 
was a hundred to one chance against 
success, Kerensky has looked death 
in the face, and that, vision seems to 
have given him a disregard for his 
life that stood him iii good stead in 
the days when lie was at the head of 
the Russian government. 
Kerensky’s only fault is that he has 
been willing to die but lie has not 
been willing to kill. 
T he July uprising of the Bolshevik!, 
when some DOO men. women and chil­ 
dren were killed in the streets of Petro­ 
grad during a reign of terror that last­ 
ed three days, was a line instance of 
Kerensky's bravery. 
The First Machine Gun regiment, 
for weeks, had b een Bolsheviks 
It 
had demanded that all the power of 
the government be turned over to the 
council of Workingmen and Soldiers. 
Time after time the delegates of the 
Machine Gun regim ent—which had 
! some 1.500 machine guns and twenty 
armored cars, came to Kerensky and 
; threatened to go into the streets and 
make an armed showing of power if 
he would not agree to surrender tim 
government to the workingmen and 
soldiers. 
The workingmen from the 
great factories, all of whom had arms 
in their homes, 
as 
Kerensky 
well 
knew, made similar threats. 
Keren­ 
sky, knowing that much cf the army 
was behind these men, refused. 
On July 18, the machine gun men 
and tile workingmen 
went 
to 
the 
dancer's palace, where Lenine and Trot­ 
sky held forth, and demanded the 
right to go into tile streets and dem- 
l onstrate. 
All that day Lenine, who 
! was sil k in bed, and Trotsky, pleaded 
I with tile soldiers and workingmen 
J not to go into the streets. During the 
day delegations passed back and forth 
between th e various barracks aud the 
, dancer*! palace. 
Lenine and Trotsky 
were afraid. 
I have had first hand 


j stoi es of the terrors that existed in 
j that palace that bloody day 
They sent word to Kerensky asking 
I him to temporize with tile soldiers. 
I Kerensky stood pat. 
i'nwilling to kill, 
an adversary of the death sentence, 
i he was brave enough to risk death 
' h im se lf and even brave enough to 
permit killings in the streets of Petro- 
grad. 
At ll o’clock that night Lenine and 
1 Trotsky lost control of the machine 
gun men. 
“Alright,’’ 
they 
said

them, “march through the .streets and 
j run around with your armored cars 
if you wish to, but don't shoot and re- 
[ turn to your barracks at midnight.”

In I ti 1.0 the nurse reported to the Na­ 
tional Association for the Study and Pre­ 
vention of Til he re ti lo sit that ground had 
been bought for a sanatorium with funds 
raised largely by lied Cross Christmas 
seals. Last September the sanatorium was 
opened. 
Lewiston is only one of thousands of 
communities w here the tuberculosis move- 
nn ut has originated with the sale of Red 


C ro s s Christmas seals. 
It is estimated 
that approximately ninety per cent of 
the support for the tuberculosis educe 
Genal movement Cornea from the sale of 
tho Christmas sticker'. 
Much of the 
money thus collected is used to erect and 
maintain sanatoria until die city or county 
is ready to take them over. 
The sanatorium Is literally a haven of 
rest to the tuberculous man and woman. 
It offers them a chance to get well, far 
fr u the responsibilities of home. It pro­ 
vides medical and nursing care, good food

R ecoveries Show High Percentage 
“T here have been lour cases of sear 
let lever, no two cases occurring ini 
any one organization. 
T hese com pan­ 
ies w ere quickly isolated, the com pan­ 
ies placed in quarantine and no fur­ 
ther cases have been reported. 
“T here have been eleven cases of 
mumps, confined m ostly to one organ­ 
ization. which has been placed in a 
lim ited quarantine- No new cases have 
developed.

The change acts miracu­ 
lously upon mind and body. 
()ne of the reasons the sanatorium is 
regarded as so important by tboae who 
are fighting tuberculosis is that it is a 
great preventive agency. 
Every patient 
becomes a pupil, learning how to care for 
himself and others. 
The tuberculous 
mother is prevented from infecting her 
own children and is taught how to pro­ 
tect them when she goes back home. The 
tuberculous man is impressed with die 
fact that if he is careless he ss ill pass 
on the disease to others. 
It is by tints 
segregating the active cases that the great­ 
est strides arc made in checking the spread 
of the disease. 
In 1905 there were only one hundred 
sanatoria in die country. 
To-day, after 
a campaign of eleven years, there are 550 
of these institutions where those suffer­ 
ing with the disease can receive treatment 
under expert medical supervision. Further 
than that, a large number of these institu­ 
tions are annually increasing their bed 
capacity. 


But there are not nearly enough to take 
care of the thousands o f new cases. Tile 
National Association fo r the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis is emphasizing 
this need in connection with the sale of 
Red Croas Christmas seals. 
As a meas­ 
ure of national safety it states that hospi­ 
tals and sanatoria for moderate and ad­ 
vanced cases must he established. There 
must be provision fo r the victims of the 
disease who are being sent home from 
training camps. 
“ We must face tho fact that tubercu­ 
losis is a war disease," says a member of 
the association. 
"JI ny men will break 
down under tile rig* 
of camp life; others 
w ill come hack from the trenches victims 
of consumption. 
“.Money is needed to save America from 
the tragic fate of tuberculosis ridden 
France. 
Sanatoria must be in readiness 
to receive discharged soldiers and to rare 
for members of their families who arc in­ 
fected. 
“ The easiest and the surest way te 
raise money for them is by the sale of 
Red Croas Christman seats.”
